Zhzee cauſes there were which kept me ſo long in 
mine obſkinacie and errozs, which being comparcd 
with the cauſe of my returning againe,are of no ſoꝛce 
at all, becauſe they were faoliſh and of men: the o⸗ 
ther, was onelic of God, whole thoughts are not as 
the thoughts omen. 

The firſt of theſe cauſes which turned me ſo farre 
fromthe waie, was the great delight that 3 had in 
the ſtudie of Naturall hiloſophie. And in this point 
J was perſwaded, that J ſhoulde moze p2ofit in the 
partes beyond the Seas, then here at heme in mine 
one natiue Countrey,and thereſoze, partlie by the 
inſtigation of my Father, and partlie foz the deſpze 
that J had to ſœ fozraine Countries, and moſt of all 
foz the loue that J bare vnto þ ſtudie of Philoſopbie, 
J repaired unto the Countries beyond the Seas, lit 
tle conſidtring the daungers that might enſue there⸗ 
of, as the diſpleaſure of God , the diſpleaſure of my 
gracious Pꝛince, and the offence ofall my Countrey- 
men. 

The ſecond cauſe, was the feare of woꝛldly ſhame 
and tapozall-diſcredite, fo2 J feared that then, which 
A finde nows to bee true: which is, that they which 
were once my freendes, would become my moꝛtall e- 
nemies, which by experience 3 know. J did not con- 
ſider then, o2 cls J cared not fp2 that ſentence of our 
Sauiout; Every one that confeſſeth me before men, 
the fonncofman ſhall confeile him before the An- 

els of God, And hee that denyeth mee before men, 

ee alſo ſhalbe denied before the Angels of GOD, 
This was the cauſe that made mee to take a pzepo- 


ſteraus waie,furning all things to mine con credit. 


when J ſhould haue turned them to the gloꝛie of al⸗ 
mightie God, ſaꝛ our Sauiour ſaith: Firſt _ the 
| INg- 
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dome of God and the F: of the ſame, and 
all other things ſhalbe giuen vnto you. Thus think- 
ing fo get credit by mine obſtinacie . J did loſe the 
fauour of God, the lone of my Sonzraigne ß Mucenes 
molt excellent Paieſtie, and the god will of all true 
ſubiecs, which J hope to reconer againe, by this my 
free Recantation, and my further conuerſation from 
hencefo2th in my Countrep. 

Che third cauſe, was the tickling ol vaine glo⸗ 
rie, and this cauſe J am ſure doth detaine moſt of the 
contrarte ſide in their pernerſe obſtinacie, howſoe- 
ner they bzagge that ſeke nothing by their dea⸗ 
lings but the gloꝛie of God. Fo2, J was not moned 
a little to ſubmitt my ſelfe to her Paieſties mercie, 
and to embzace the knowledge of the true fayth, ſee⸗ 
ing the wicked counſell and deuilliſh deuiſes of the 
Pope and his Childzen , againſt the Queenes molt 
excellent Paieſtie, and our molt deere Countrey.

Therefo2e,if euer you pittied anie mans caſe, J 
beſcech vou haue compaſſyon vpon mine, conſidering 
that it is a thing incident to mas nature to erre and 
| to ſin,but to continue and.perfilt in it, is the parte of 
the deuill. J freelie do conteſſe t acknowledge that A 
haue ſinned againſt God, iy Pꝛinte, and my Coun⸗ 4 
trey,as a man Whoſe nature is p2one,t the thoughts gen. 
of whoſe hart is alwaies bent to miſchiefe, J perſi⸗ 
5 ted in mine errours a long tune, as ane that follow⸗

Beereof hee pꝛeſumeth to pꝛeſcribe Lawes to the 
whole Church, the which fozſ@th without his dyſ⸗ 
penſation muſt be muiolable, Sub pena excommunica- 
1:07:65. And wholoener doth bzeake them, if it be Cm- 
pero2,King,Nucene,o2 what Pzince ſoeuer,he muſk 
be depoſed, ſuch wickednes hath he pzanized againſt - 
the Nueencs moſt excellent Maicſtie, to his vtter 
ſhame and confuſion, that the Pzouerbe may bee ful- 
filled, God ſendeth a ſhzewde Cowe ſhozte ho2nes. 
But his holines,if it pleaſe vou, is not cõtented with 
this: bee chalengeth to himſeife ſo great a pzeroga- 
tine, that hee wyll make and deface Articles of the 
Fayth at his owne will and pleaſure. Q#ia Dominus Gratian, 
Deus noſter Papa. Peereof it ariſeth, that in that @y- 
nagogue, ſcarce any of the Lape people can tel what 
they beleue : fo; beeing aſked a reaſon of their faith, 
they late nothing els, hut thus beleeueth d Churche, 
thns ſaith the Pope, Whereas in deede, the reaſon 
of our Faith ſhonld be taken from the woꝛd of God, 
fo: as the Pſalmiſt ſaith: Omnis homo mendax, Euery Plal.146

Chriſt once died for our ſinnes tlie uſt for tliem that 


were vniuſt, that he might offer vs vp to God, morti- 


fied in fleſne, but quickned in ſpirite. Hetherto alſo 
doth all the Epiſtle to the Hebrewes tende. Jt was 
alfo commaunded the High Pꝛieſt in the olde Lam, 
that hee ſhoulde enter into Sancta Sam torum but once 
in the peere, which ſumilitude the Apoſtle, in the ſame 
Epiſtle, applyeth vnto ponely ſacr iſice which Chꝛiſt 
offered fo2 dur ſins bpon the Croſſe. The which bes 
canſe he hath once done, J think it vnlawſul to haue 
any mo2e pꝛopitiatoꝛie @acrifices then that one of 
dur Saniour Chꝛiſt. Aud therefo2e that which they 
call the pꝛopitiatoꝛy Sacrifice of the Bale, J thinks 
it rather to be a derogato21e blaſphemie to the paſſy- 
on of Jefns Chꝛiſt. Andfo2 that cauſs 3 denie that
